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Nationalism, Geod And Bad 


If nationalism is destroyed, mankind will be reduced to a helplessly dead 
level, declared Dr. A. N. Whitehead, of Harvard, representing the British 
Academy at thé Royal Society of Canada meeting in Ottawa. Dr. H. M. 
Tory, president of the National Research Council of Canada, and former 
President of the University of Alberta, supplemented this declaration by 
saying:.“No nation has qualified to take its place in the international arena 
Until it has firmly established itself on national grounds. Canada has mien of 
capacity to do this. It is up to us to provide them with the opportunity.” 

They are quite right, comments. the Border Cities Star, if they are 
Speaking of nationalism in the sense of a strong but sensible national pride, 
which impels scientists and statesmen to achieve greater things than their 
colleagues in other countries, so that mankind as a whole may benefit, and 


glory redound to the nation which originates the discoveries or the measute | 


of progress. And it is to such a type of nationalism that one may readily 
believe men like Dr. Whitehead and Dr. Tory refer. 

But there is another sort of nationalism. It is ruining nations; it is 
stifling mankind. It has brought about the present depression. It is causing 
unemployment, ruin and suffering. It is heading this war-scarred old 
world inevitably toward a grimmer conflict than any in history; a conflict 
which, unless it is avoided, may witness the destruction of civilization as-wé 
know it. 

It is that kind of nationalism which ts based.in a false conception of 
racial superiority, where one people look down upon other peoples, where 
racial color lines are drawn, where differences in language and religion are 
emphasized to the supposed advantage of one group of people over.other 
groups. Nationalism founded in false pride and pretensions, based upon 
purely selfish considerations and an utter disregard of.all other peoples and 
nations, nationalism which would seek glory and aggrandizement for itself 
at the expense of all others, does not qualify any nation for a place in the 
international arena, does not lift a nation above other nations, does not raise 
mankind to a higher level, but reduces all to a lower level and takes the 
glory that should be in life out of it. - 

When, following the Great War, the League of Nations was: brought 
into being, it had for its object the uplifting of all nations, the development 


Peace Treaty made provision for the self-determination of races and nations. 
It provided for a larger liberty for oppressed minorities, and for the world

Thus ‘narrow nationalism developed at the outset at Such a rate and to 
such an. extent that it largely smothered the League of Nations ideal of a 
true: internationalism founded upon a sane nationalism which only desired 
such glory and power for itself as grew out of the fact that it was making a 
larger and finer contribution to mf&nkind at large than other nations were 
making. 

Until this narrow nationalistic spirit is destroyed there can be no per- 


manent peace, progress and prosperity in the world. In its destruction lies 
the only hope for mankind.

Se Spots and Rain 


Plenty Of Moisture For Western Grain 
Fields Is Predicted 

Western Canada may expect fairly 
generous rains for some time to 
come if sun-spot data collected by the 
Dominion Observatory runs true to 
form. According to observatory offi- 
cials, Canada is now. approaching a 
“sgun-spot period,” which should pro- 
duce plenty of moisture for the west- 
ern grain fields, ‘ 

The effect of sun-spots, it was ex- 
plained, is to increase the rainfall 
over a long period. 

A sun-spot period lasts for 11 to 
11% years. This does not mean that 
tremendous quantities of rain will fall 


over a long period the precipitation 
will be higher than when the gun- 
spots are not in evidence. 

Heavy rains in different parts of 
the world at present were hardly at- 
tributed to sun-spots. 

To begin with, in the absence of ac- 
curate world data, scientists were un- 
willing to agree that the rainfall over 
the world has 
heavy. ¥ 

While precipitation has been great 
in certain countries, it was not so in 
others. 

| Certain parts of Canada, for in- 
stance, had been exceptionally dry 
during May, while others had experi- 
enced géfierous rains?’ 

Officials made it clear that a few 
weeks’ heavy rain cannot: be explain- 
ed by sun-spots. Their effect is over 
a much longer period.

Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, 
New Brunswick, and those parts of 
Quebec and the Northwest Territories 
east of the 68th meridian, Eastern 
standard time, which is the local time 
at the 75th meridian (running near 
Cornwall, Ontario), is five hours less 
than Greenwich and is used in Que- 
bec west of the 68th meridian, in On- 
tario east of the 90th merifjan, and 
in the Northwest, Territories between 
the 68th and 85th meridians. Central 
standard time, which is the local time 
at the 90th meridian, is six hours less 
than Greenwich and is used in On- 
tario west of the 90th meridian, in 
Manitoba, in the Northwest Territor- 
fes between the 85th and 102nd meri- 
dians, and in the southeasterly part 
of Saskatchewan. Mountain standard 
time, which is the local time at the 
105th meridian (running near .Regin:

Yukon 
standard time, which is the time at 
the 135th meridian (running near 
Whitehorse, Yukon Territory), is nine 
hours less than Greenwich and is used 
throughout Yukon Territory. 


Birds Menace To ’Planes 


Collisions Which Prove Highly Dan- 
gerous Have Been Reported 

Now that aeroplanes have become 
the fastest of man’s conveyances, 
birds have become a menace. Two 
recent “freak” accidents have been re- 
ported as the result of collisions in 
the air with hawks, crows, buzzards 
or kites, One of these was caused at 
an altitude of only thirty feet when 
a kite struck the ’plane, tearing off 
a@ propellor blade and turning the 
‘plane over in a field. Another, and 
even more thrilling, encounter was re- 
ported by a British army officer in 
India. He was flying at about fifteen 
hundred feet, when a sudden vibration 
through the ’plane decided him to 
make a rapid but careful landing.

Canadian hens last year 
paid no heed to talk of depression but 
carried on more briskly than ever be- 
fore with their work and as a result 
laid 286,882,447 dozen eggs, or a total 
of 3,442,489,364. Worked out in mile- 
age these eggs laid end to end would 
extend for over 54,300 miles... Among 
the provinces Ontario leads in egg 
production with a total in 1931 of 
116,562,567 dozen from 48,585,910 
egg-producing hens, Saskatchewan 
was second with 42,602,264 dozen 
from 5,232,420 hens and Alberta was 
third with 34,454,408 dozen from 4,- | 
070,400 hens. The total value of the 
eggs produced last year was $49,206,- 
845, or an average price of 17 cents | 
per dozen, compared with 27 cents per 
dozen in 1930. While the price was |

One modern expert 
tells us that the stellar census would 
resemble about seven summer midges 
having the whole atmosphere of Bu- 
rope for their bailiwick.

An- 
nouncemént is made from the astro- 
physical observatory at Victoria, B.C., 
that a faint star situated in the con- 
stellation of Cassiopia has recently 
been glimpeed, which is made up of 
two lobes like a cuff-link or “two 
suns,” thesé being 150,000,000 miles 
from each other, and from gur earth 
a distinct of 3,100 light years, which 
means that if the flash, say, of a luci- 
fer match could travel to this new 
star from earth, going at the rate 
of 186,000 miles per second, it would 
take three thousand years and more 
for the signal to reach the double 
star, which has been named H.D. 698.

Contrdst Bridge 


By Hamlin B, Hatch, Olympic Cham-

In my last article the salient fea- 
tures of the Approach-Forcing Sys- 
tem were given. Today I will review 
the Official System. This system was 
devised by the united efforts of sever- 
al bridge experts to remedy what 
they considered were defects in the 
Approach-Forcing System. Added to 
this was the idea that the convention- 
al part of the game could be made 
easier for the average player. 

The Official System differs from the 
Approach-Forcing System only 
slightly. The chief differences aro 
noted below. 

ist. The Opening Bid of One. 

In the Official System the opening 
bid of one is made on a hand contain- 
ing from two to three and one-half 
quick tricks, and guarantees that in 
the declared suit the bidding hand 
will take from four to five tricks. This 
is practically the same as the mini- 
mum opening bid of one in the Ap- 
proach-Forcing System, 

2nd. The. Opening Bid of Two. 

The opening bid of two is made on 
ahand containing from three and 
one-half to six honor tricks and guar- 
antees that in the declared suit the 
hand will take at least six tricks. The 
bid is called the intermediate two bid 
and this declaration constitutes the 


chief difference between the Approach. 


Forcing and Official Systems. This 
two bid does not demand a response 
if partner’s hand contains one honor 
trick or strong distributional . values. 
It is true that on certain types of 
hands this bid gives good results but 
oppontnts of this bid maintain that it 
gives too much information to the op- 
posing side and therefore tends to 
nullify the chance of making penalty 
doubles. It is generally believed by 
experts that its disadvantages out- 
weigh its advantages. On the other 
hand it gives precision of information 
to one’s partner and amongst aver- 
age players this precision of informa- 
tion is a very valuable asset.

Hxcept then for the variations in 
the opening bid convention, the Offi- 
cial and the Approach-Forcing Sys- 
tems are practically aligned. The 
Jump-Shift bids are forcing in both 
systems and methods of overcalling 
used are alike, The weak no trump 
response by partner to an opening 
bid of one is identical in both sys- 
tems. The no trump original bid is 
used more frequently in-the Official 
System than in the Approach-Forcing 
simply because the bids made on four 
card suits in the Official System must 
have a stronger honor trick four card 
suit than is required by the Approach 
Forcing. 

However, both systems are easy to 
play and it is not a hard matter for 
any player to familiarize himself 
thoroughly with the salient differenc- 
es between them, so that he can play 
whichever system his partner desires 
him to play.

Old ‘Instrument Improved 


Doctors Can Now Detect Eye 
Diseases Much Earlier 


Physicians will be better able to 
diagnose certain diseases of the eye 
and to discover hardening of the ar- 
teries with the aid of a new instru- 
ment which was demonstrated re- 
cently. 

By applying certain principles used 
in modern microscopes to give sharp- 
er images, Dr. Friedenwald, of Balti- 
more, was able to develop this im- 
provement on the instrument which is 
called the opthalmoscope and which 
was originally invented by Helmholtz, 
seventy-five years ago. This instru- 
ment enables physicians to see the 
back of the eye, and with the new 
improved model they can now see 
much earlier stages of disease and 
much earlier changes in the blood 
vessels, The difference between the 
new instrument and the old is much 
like the difference between using the 
high power and the low power lenses 
of a microscope.—By Science Service.

‘and the United States for the purpose 
of surveying, mapping, and matking 
the international boundary between 
the two countries, and for bee+ 
quently maintaining that ry in 
a state of effective demarcation. The 
Commission consists of two s 
sioners and their staffs. One commis- 
sioner is appointed by His Britannic 
Majesty upon the recommendation of 
the Government of Canada, and the 
other by the President of the United 
States. In Canada the International 
Boundary Commission is @ branch of 
the Department of the Interior. 

The entire international boundary 
between Canada and the United 
States was originally defined in treat- 
ies between Great Britain and the 
United States, dated 1783, 1818, and 
1846, while the boundary between 
Canada and Alaska was originally de- 
fined in a convention with Russia in 
1825. As soon after the signing of 
the treaties as efforts were made to 
carry them into effect by attempting 
to locate the boundary upon the 
ground unforeseen difficulties arose, 
and to settle these differences and to 
provide for the propér determination, 
survey, and marking of the boundary, 
thirteen additional treaties, conven- 
tions and exchanges of diplomatic 
notes were found necéssary. 

The boundary as defined in the var- 
ious treaties is 5,500 miles in length, 
of which 3,100 miles is land boundary 
and 2,400 miles, water, boundary. A 
total of 5,488 monuments mark the 
land portion of the boundary while 
2,530 reference marks, from which 
the water boundary can be 
conveniently: located, have been erect- 
ed. In addition the land boundary is 
also marked by a vista cut through 
the woods in forest covered areas. 

Everywhere along the international 
boundary the surveys made of it have 
been connected to the control surveys 
of the Geodetic Survey of Canada, 
Department of the Interior, and those 
of the United States Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey. The only exception to 
this is the Yukon-Alaska boundary, 
in the vicinity of which there are as 
yet no geodetic surveys. 

At present the larger part of the 
work of the International Boundary 
Commission is to carry into effect the 
obligations of the treaty of 1925 by 
determining the location of any point 
of the boundary line which may be- 
come necessary in the settlement of 
any question that may arise between 
the two Governments and by doing 
annually such work as is necessary to 
permanently maintain the entire 
boundary in a state of effective de- 
marcation, 


Coins Named From Design 
Reason English Pieces Were Called 
“Breeches Money” 

A collection of Commonwealth 
coins to be sold next month in Lon- 
don contains a silver five-shilling 
piece and a gold unit valued at twen- 

ty shillings. 

The coins bear two large shields — 

for England and Ireland—side by side 
and the design resembles a pair of 
trousers. The cavaliers derided the 
coins and gave them the name of 
“Breeches Money.” One of the shields 
has St. George’s Cross, while the 
other shield is devoted to the Irish 
harp. ; 
An order was given to the Mint to 
alter the coinage, but the officials re- 
fused to do so, Parliament thereupon 
seized the Mint and installed a new 
master and staff. 

The Commonwealth coins were in- 
scribed “God with us,” but when 
Cromwell was made Lord Protector 
his portrait appeared with the shield 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland 
and a Latin inscription “Pax Quaeri- 
tur bello’’—a declaration that peace 
was to be sought through war. 

Cromwell had obtained the services 
of Simon, the great medalist, and his 
coins were among the finest art pro- 
ducts of that period.
